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EXPLANATORY NOTE 


The tables in this publication contain monthly estimates of the number 
of wage and salary earncrs in civilian employricnt, cxcluding employces i 
rural industry (comprising agriculture, grazing and dairying) and private 
domestic service. 


They form part of a now series which roplaces ontiroly that previously 
published for all poriods from June, 1954. The prime purpose cf the now 
series is the samo as that of the previous scries in that it aims to measure 
currently, and as nearly as possible with available data, monthly tronds in

employment in the defined field. 


Although covering virtually the same part of the work force, the new 
series, in addition to incorporating revised estimates, differs from tho old 
in the classification of some industrics and in bcing based on comprchonsive 
"benohriark" data derived for the purpose from tho Population Censuses of 
June, 1954 and Juno, 1961. Figures for periods between and subseqduent to 
the two benchmark points in time are estimates obtained from three main 
sources, (i) Pay-roll Tax returns, which aro lodged by all employers paying 
more than £200 per week in wages, other than those specifically oxemnted 
under the Pay-roll Tax Assessment Act 1941-1962, (ii) returns fror: Governne nt 


bodies, and (iii) sore other direct current records of employment, ce. for 
hospitals. Tne data thus derived are supnlementod by estimates of the

changes in number of wage and salary earnors not ccvcred by these collections. 
Figures for current months are subject to revision. As they becomc available, 
particulars of omploynont obtained from othcr collections, notably the annual 
factory census ani the censuses and sample surveys of retail establishments, 


are used to chock and, whore desirable, to revise ostimates in rolcvant sections. 


The benchmark figure 
derived from porsonal particulars supplicd by individual respondents on popu- 
lation census schodules. However, the industry dissections of census 
information havo boen adjusted, as nearly as may be, to an "onterprise/estab— 
lishment" reporting basis. The industry classification used is that of the 
Population Census of June, 1961.
